Congressman Clark was standing 
talking to Dr. G. A. Nunnally, president 
of Columbia College, at Lake City, 
when Governor Jennings approached 
him. According to Clark’s version Jen- 
nings approached from behind and 
jerking the stick from the congressman 
Struck the latter three times over the 
head. Jennings struck with such force 
that the walking cane, a stick 3-8 of 
an inch in thickness, was broken, but 
owing to a thick head of hair and a 
felt hat, Mr. Clark was not seriously 
injured. 

Clark Caught the Stick. 


As soon as he realized that he was 
being attacked, Mr. Clark wheeled and 
Caught the stick, wrenching it from 
Jennings’ hands, although the latter 
is a far larger man than the former, 
who has been in poor health for two 
or three years. Bystanders promptly 
caught hold of the gentlemen and pre- 
vented any more blows being struck. 

Mr. Clark says thee ne was struck 
before he knew Jennings was in the 
lobby. He says that he thought a 
friend had snatched the cane and paid 
no attention until he felt the blows on 
his head. 

Language Used by Clark. 


The language used by Mr. Clark, to 
which Governor Jennings mosz serious- 
ly objected, was the Statement that 
Governor Jennings entered the office 
of governor of Florida reputed to be 
a poor man and that he left that office 
reputed to be a man of wealth. 

“Where did he get it?” @sked Mr. 
Clark, and this question he repeated tn 
a signed statement given to the loca! 
press for publication tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Ex-Governor Jennings is a cousin ol} 
William Jennings Bryan, and it is said 
the relationship had much to do with 
making him governor of Florida.

There is some probability that a cur- 
rency bill will be put through, but it is 
not at all ceriain.

The senate ad- 
heres to the original Aldrich bill. The 
amendments attached to that bill, when 
it originally passed the senate, have 
been stricken. Ome of these amend- 
ments was put on through the efforis 
of Senater La Follette. It provided that 
no national bank should make lcans to 
dts directors or firms in which they were 
interested. The effect of this, it was 
pointed out, would be to eliminate tne 
most available men whom the bank 
could secure for directors, the substan- 
tiation of dummy directors, or as an al- 
ternative, the loss of a very profitabie 
part of the pank’s business. The other 
provision stricken, was one introduced 
by Senator Johnston, of Alabama, and 
related to keeping bank =jeserves at 
home. The third was a provision by 
Senator Lodge that allowed Philippine 
‘bonds and bonds of Porto Rico to be 
used as security for the issue of emer- 
gency circulation. 

The new feature added provides for a 
commission of nine members of each 
house to study the currency question ‘and 
report what extensive legislation is 
needed. Senator Aldrich openly admits 
that his bill is not a comprehensive one, 
and not intended to stand in the way of 
more drastic amendments to the coun- 
try’s financial laws. He believes it will 
be of aid ehould an emergency cen- 
front the country soon again.

Journal of Commerce, and we have yet to see the pith of the question 


treated with greater force in equal compass: 


The kind of revision that must be had in order to attain even a tentative 
solution of the tariff question will necessarily take account of the impossible 
conditions and exorbitant prices to consumers that have been produced through 
the operation of the present schedules. It must be conducted with two prin- 
cipal ideas in mind—those of fiscal reform and the improvement of the con- 
sumers status.

“I will talk to you On any subject 
except aeroplanes Or my plans for the 
future,” said he, after a moment's 
pause. 

Mr. Wright went to Manteo from his 
‘camp at Kildevil Hill early this morning, 
and will spend the night. Early to- 
morrow morning he will leave for New 
York. Orville Wright is expected to 
leave camp about the middie of next 
week. 

It is said that the Wright brothers 
have a machine abroad and that they, 
together with their machinist, Furnass, 
wil] sail from New York some time dur- 
ing the next few weeks to enter. their 
machine in contests in foreign coun- 
tries. They are expected to return to 
this country in time to enter the gov- 
ernment contests at Fort Ayer, Va., ‘n 
August, after which they will again re- 
turn to Manteo to make further experi- 
ments. 

Paris, May t7.—Henry Farman, the 
English aeronaut, now in Paris, said 
with reference to his challenge to the 
Wright brothers, the American aero- 
nauts, that he would provide $5,000 for 
the match, and more if required. He 
considers the Wright brothers as most 
expert aeroplenists and capaifle of ac- 
complishing wonderful feats, but he ex- 
pressed himeelf as believing that the re- 
port received here of their recent per- 
formances must have been inexact. His 
experience showed, he said, that it Is 
impossible, as stated in the reports from 
the United States, to fly four miles in 
fifteen minutes, which speed would be 
oe to keep the machine in the 

air. 

Next week Mr. Farman will begin a 
series of experiments on an immense 
Plain oartside the town of Ghent, which 
Offers facilities not obtainable in Paris.
